EW things add more to the enjoyment of life than 
collecting, especially to those who take an intelligent 
interest in the various forms of ancient arts and 
crafts, their origin and history.

The long residence, at intervals extending over many 
year, in Egypt, has, I venture to say, given General Sir John 
Maxwell exceptional opportunities for gathering together 


small representative pieces of the various arts and crafts of 
the ancient Egyptians. The nucleus of this collection, herein 
catalogued, was first formed in the year 1886, when Sir John 
Maxwell was Aide-de-Camp to Major-General GrenfelJ, Sir- 
dar of the Egyptian Army, afterwards Field-Marshal Lord 
Grenfell. From that date, Sir John gradually added to it until 
he amassed some 1,200 specimens. 


This charming collection, made collaterally with the late 
Lord Grenfell’s collection of Egyptian antiquities, is rich in 
the smaller objects that were made and had their uses during 
the Pharaonic, Persian, and Graeco-Roman periods in Egypt, 
in particular, vitreous glaze ware and glass. 


Just when the art of vitreous glazing originated is still 
more or less uncertain, but the consensus of opinion among 
archaeologists in general is that it first appears in Egypt, 
where it was probably invented at a very early date. By 
the time of the Old Kingdom (2980-2445 B.C.) glaze, how- 
ever, had reached a high stage of development. To the 
ancient Egyptians, too, must be attributed the discovery of 
the art of glass making, since glass was the inevitable out- 
come of glaze; but it was not until the beginning of the New 
Empire (1580-1090 B.C.) that the Egyptians commenced 
seriously to make objects and vessels solely of that vitreous 
substance in the hot and viscid state. Their glass at first was 
coloured, only semi-translucent, and in many cases even 
Opaque, as certain examples in this collection bear witness. 


This polychrome glass was originally built up by hand upon 
a rough clay core which, in the case of vessels, was subse~ 
quently ground away. In the later dynasties there was a 
tendency for this glass to become more translucent; but when 
and where the art of making transparent blown glass vessels 
was discovered is still a problem. There can be little doubt 
that Egypt and Phoenicia were the two chief centres of the 
industry, but it does not seem to have appeared in Egypt before 
Graeco-Roman times, when we find numerous blown glass 
vessels of all kinds and shapes, mostly in Lower Egypt, in- 
cluding the Fayoum districts. Fine examples of this industry 
will be found in lots 72-121, many of which have been en- 
hanced by the presence of iridescence. 


Among other series here represented, such as some de-~- 
lightful little bronzes, amulets, scarab-shaped seals, rings, 
jewellery and beads, including funerary objects, the outstand~- 
ing piece is a magnificent electrum (possibly native argentifer- 
ous gold) mask, belonging to a class of which only two other 
fine examples have been hitherto discovered; namely, the gilt 
mask of Thua, the mother of Queen Tyi of the reign of Amen- 
hetep II, and the famous beaten gold mask of Tut-ankh-Amen, 
which are in the Cairo Museum. Such portrait masks are of 
the highest interest and value, being as they are early forms 
of individual portraiture, and since they gave rise to the 
actual panel portraits, painted in colours mixed with a wax 
medium, that were found upon the Hawara (Fayoum) mum-~- 
mies of the second and third centuries A.D. With repre- 
sentative specimens of those panel portraits the collection in 
our London National Gallery begins the history of portrait 
painting. The portrait mask in this collection, judging from 
its character, belongs in all probability to the later Egyptian 
Period, perhaps even Sebennyte, which makes it all the more 
important, being a link between the earlier Egyptian funerary 
masks and panel portraits found on the Graeco-Egyptian « 


mummies.

** This beautiful mask belongs to the class of precious orna- 
ments which for the most part have been stolen and melted 
down, and is proportionately rare. The present specimen 
is a singularly fine example of Egyptian handicraft, 
evidently a portrait . It is figured in the frontispiece, but 
no reproduction can do justice to the extraordinary play ot 
expression, which varies in the most life-like manner as 
the head is seen from different angles. This trait is 
characteristic of the best periods of Egyptian art, but it is 
difficult to place the object with certainty, on account of 
the absence of other specimens with which to compare it. 
The vivacity of the expression recalls the work of the 
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XVIII Dynasty ; on the other hand the careful portraiture 
suggests the XXVI Dynasty, when special attention was 
given to the treatment of heads. To whatever date the 
mask is to be assigned it is a triumph of craftsmanship, 
and shows what treasures have been lost in the past.
